Paul spake the words of this sub- 
ject to the churcn at Galatia, and said 
on another occasion that he had no 
confidence in the flesh. The lust of 
the flesh, when manifested is adul- 
tery, fornication, uncleanness, lascivi- 
ousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, se- 
ditions, heresies, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings. Walk in the 
Spirit and ye shall not fulfill the lust 
of the flesh, signifying that if we fail 
to walk in the Spirit, we are sure to 
fulfill the lust of the flesh. 


I have heard some express them- 
selves by saying: I am not living as 
close to the Lord as I once did, but I 
do not mean to go into actual sin. I 
expect to live moral, but want to have 
a good time. Did they remain that 
way very long? No, it was not long 
until the lust of the flesh began to 
be manifested. They would go from 
one thing to another of the things of 
the world, farther and farther; they 
would lose all their joy; their coun- 
tenance was sad; their face soon lost 
its youthful luster and the sweetness 
of life had gone from them. The world 
had lost confidence in them and they 
had lost confidence in themselves and 
every one else. Their health was gone, 
a physical wreck, despondent, and in 


bars, and have taken their own lives. 

That is a sad picture but a true one 
in many instances of those who go 
back to the world after they have7 
known the Lord and tasted of the 
good Word of God. I do not believe 
that life will be worth much to any- 
one after they have known Him and 
then go after the things of the flesh. 
Walk in the Spirit and ye shall not 
fulfill. the lust of the flesh. The flesh 
lusteth against the Spirit and the 
Spirit against the flesh. It is a war 
between them, so we have to fall on 
one side; there is no middle ground. 
We are either walking after the flesh, 
or the Spirit. To be spiritual minded 


is life, but to be carnal (fleshly) 
minded is death. Some folks have 
very peculiar ideas about what it 


means to be spiritual. They think it 
means to jump, run, dance and make 
a loud noise, but that is a sad mis- 
take. You may be able to do all of 
that and not be spiritual. The fruits 
of the Spirit are love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness and temperance, so if we 
walk in the Spirit we will have some 
of the manifestations in our life. We 
are sure to have joy if we have love, 
and joy will manifest itself in some 
way. One writer has said, the joy of 
the Lord is our strength. If we walk 
in the Spirit, we will have love one 
for the other. Though we might be 
able to do great things and haven’t 
love, we are nothing. The church has 
been hurt many times by great demon- 
strations and manifestations where 
they were void of love. Love will not 
cause us to talk about folks and say 
things that we will have to confess. 
Love will not cause us to act ugly and 
be envious of others. Love will not 
cause us to run sharp bargains and 
get the long end every time. Love will 
cause us to prefer our brother in 
honor. 

O how important it is to walk in the 
Spirit that we may have some fruits. 
A Christian life void of the fruits of 
the Spirit, is like a great desert. Be 
not deceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap. He that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life 
everlasting, but he that soweth to the 
flesh shall of the flesh reap corrup- 
tion, or death. Be not/ deceived, signi- 
fying that we may be deceived. I have 
seen folks that seem to think that 
they could go to church on Sunday, 
sing, shout, dance and talk in tongues, 
and go out and talk about their neigh- 
bor and show to others they had envy 
and strife in their heart. If you cross 
their views and wishes in the least, 
they would do every thing they could 
to hurt your influence. Be not deceiv- 
ed for such people are only mockers 
and not the true worshippers of the 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ.

A Debtor Is One Who Owes a Debt 





By H. N. Scoggins 


“I am debtor, both to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise.” Rom, 1:14. 

Paul had many names for himself; 
all of them lowly; the highest, simply 
“an apostle’. Sometimes it was Paul, 
“the servant of Jesus Christ,” some- 
times Paul, “the prisoner’. And there 
is another—‘“a debtcr’. Paul takes 
the name himself, so there must have 
been some profound, irrepressible 
feeling that led him to cry out, “I am 
a debtor”. He does not feel himself 
a debtor to self, or to the flesh, or to 
the law, it is to the Greeks and Bar- 
barians. He feels himself a debtor to 
the whole falten world. Although Paul 
was hated, persecuted, stoned, reviled 
and condemned, yet he did not feel 
that his position was aitered, or his 
debt cancelled. 

We sometimes speak of the world 
being a debtor to the church, but it 
seems according to Paul’s way 01 
thinking, the church is debtor to the 
world. It was when Paul became pos- 
sessed with the unsearchable riches 
of Christ that he felt himself a debtor 
to the world. He had found a treasure 
he could not conceal. And I am sure 
that not only the apostle Paul, but 
every Christian who has the love on 
Christ in their heart, feels indebted 
to the world. The Christian feels his 
obligation to the world because of his 
obligation to God. The love of Christ 
constrains us. Christian assurance in 
our own lives quickens a feeling o: 
responsibility to others. 

The only way we can lose this 
feeling of responsivility is to lose our 
hold on God. So long as our lives are 
wholly consecrated to God we cannot 
help but feel the pressure of duty. 
Though we may sometimes be sorely 
tempted, we will be like the prophet 
Jeremiah: “Then I said, I will no. 
make mention of him, nor speak any 
more in his name. But his word was 
in mine heart as a burning fire shut 
up in my bones, and I was weary with 
forbearing, and I could not stay.” Jer. 
20:9. 

‘The lion hath roared, who will not 
fear? the Lord God hath spoken who 
can but prophesy?” Amos 3:8. Jesus 
says, “I have a baptism to be baptized 
with; and how am I straitened until 
it be accomplished!” Luke 12:50.

ENTRANCE INTO 
LIFE DIFFICULT 


This question. Confronts 
every Soul “Which way 
will You Choose?”

“Enter in at the strait gaie: for 
wide is the gate, and broad is the 
way, that leadeth to destruction, and 
many there be which go in thereat: 
Because strait is the gate, and nar- 
row is the way, which leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find it.” 
Matt. 7:13, 14. 

I. Entrance into life is difficult from 
certain peculiarities. 

(1) iThe gate is strait. At the 
age of accountability, man enters the 
threshold of his responsibilities. He 
is confronted with the issues of life. 
He comes face to face with the prob- 
lems of this text. In front of him are 
two gates, two ways; at the farther 
end of which are two destinies. He 
must decide between the two. Should 
he choose properly, he is at once con- 
fronted with a serious difficulty. The 
gate is so narrow that he must leave 
behind the things of the world. For- 
bidden lust and appetite must be 
abandoned. Worldly pursuits and 
Pleasures, worldly honor, pride and 
fashion, all violation of the laws of 
modesty, all unholy affiliations with 
the world, even the friendship of the 
world is too much, all filthy habits 
and all filthy and unholy conyersa- 
tions must be laid aside before you 
can pass thru the strait gate: Just 
room for you to pass, stripped of all. 

(2) The way is narrow. Some seem 
to think they can do any old way after 
they are saved. Not so! Whatever 
you have to give up to enter upon the 
way of life, must remain given up. 
You cannot go back to your old prac- 
tices and habits:Just room for you 
without the world. See 1 John 2:15- 
17; James 4:4, 

(3) Finding it is difficult. “Strive 
to enter in at the strait gate: for 
many, I say unto you, will seek to 
enter in, and shall not be able” (Luke 
13:24), and in the text, “Few there be 
that find it.” I presume that most of 
the people are seeking and even striv- 
ing to find, and enter upon this beau- 
tiful way, but from some cause they 
fail; only a few are able to find it. 
They may be hunting for it in the 
wrong place, or trying to enter with- 
out meeting conditions. Joseph and 
Mary tried to find Jesus among their 
kin, but He was not there. 

(4) There are tew companions on 
this way. Only a few find it, and pos- 
sibly fewer are walking on it. You 
will not have many companions on 
your pilgrimage, but you will have 
the best people of the earth, yes, 
Jesus will be your constant compan- 
ion, for He said, “Lo, I am with you 
alway even unto the end of the world.” 
Matt. 28:20. 





II. We will now notice the difficul- 
ties from the attractions of the other 
road. It is just the opposite in each 
particular, 

(1) The gate ts wide. There are 
no restrictions, no limitations. You 
can take as much or little of the world 
as you desire. You can enter with 
your heart on your millions, or you 
can enter a pauper in rags, You can 
enter with all the honors the world 
can give, or you may enter in shame 
and disgrace and without a friend. 
You can enter a proud-hearted Phari- 
see, Or you may enter as an infidel. 
It makes no difference what you de- 
sire to carry with you, or what realm 
of worldly life you desire, there are 
No restrictions or sacrifices for the 
carnal heart to make. 

(2) The way is wide. Wide enough 
for you to carry the whole world along 
with you. if you so desire, you may*go 
to church and Sunday School on Sun- 
day and the picture show every night 
in the week. Yes, sister, you may go to 
church and testify in the services and 
then down to the barber shop and 
have your hair cut like a man. Yes, 
it is wide enough for you to go to 
church and even teach a Sunday 
School class with knee dress and 
Paint and powder on. Wide indeed is 
the road to destruction. 

(3) It is easily found. All you have 
to\do is to follow your natural feel- 
ings and carnal impressions and you

17:15, “I shall be satisfied when 
I awake in thy likeness,” so we see 
that both of these great men of God 
were looking forward to the time 
when they should see God, but both 
put it ‘after death’, at the resurrec- 
tion. At 1 John 3:2, we hear John the 
beloved saying, “We know that when 
he shall appear we shall be like him, 
for we shall see him as he is.” When 
will this time be? At 1:Thess. 4:15 
Faul says, For this we say unto you 
by the word of the Lord that we 
which are alive and so remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not pre- 
vent (go before or precede) them that 
are asleep, for the Lord Himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout and 
with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God; and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first. Then we 
which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds to meet the Lord in the air. 
This is a glorious truth, But go thou 
thy way till the end be for thou shalt 
rest, and stand in thy lot at the end 
of the days. Dan. 12:13. This cannot 
mean anything but His death and 
resurrection of His body. So we see 
he is promised the redemption of his 
body after death; not before, for he 
is to rest, which means death to his 
body; for that is the only part of man 
that. will ever die. At Rom. 8:30 we 
hear Paul saying, For the creature 
(the body) was made subject to van- 
ity. Whem? At the fall. God had told 
man that the day he ate of the tree 
of knowledge of good and evil he 
should die. There was no death till 
then, but man died spiritually and 
Physically; spiritually instantly,. and 
bodily when he was nine hundred and 
thirty years old. So at that time the 
body, as well as the soul 
and spirit, died.

(our soul and spirit), when we re 
pent and believe the Gospel, our body, 
at the resurrection of the dead, will 
change from mortality to immortality, 
when Jesus comes to catch away 
those who are looking for Him.

Text:—“And whatsoever ye _ shall 
ask in my name, that will I do, that 
the Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it.” John 14:13,14. 

Introduction:—These are the words 
of JESUS to His beloved disciples. 
We see Him as He partakes of the 
last supper with them while here in 
this world, He had ministered to 
many a soul while here on_ earth, 
which time was about thirty-three and 
a half years. He also had performed 
many miracles in their presence and 
while He was a blessing to many a 
poor soul, He also was a friend to His 
disciples. He was their Comforter and 
Guide and the only Friend for them 
in time of need. They left their daily 
work, etc. and began to follow Jesus 
and from Him they received life, joy 
and encouragement. He now tells 
them of His going home soon to His 
Father and that He would prepare a 
place for them, but they could not 
understand the idea of Him going off 
and leaving them. Their hearts be 
came troubled and discouraged and 
as Jesus looks on their troubled faces, 
He thinks of words that would calm 
their troubled hearts, and says, “Let 
not your heart be troubled; ye believe 
in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s house are many mansions; 
if it were not so, I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for you 
and if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I will come again and receive 
you unto myself that where I am 
there ye may be also.” There were, 
no doubt, many other encouraging 
words that He spake to them. He al- 
so tells them that “he that believeth 
on me the works that I do shall he 
do also.” Notice, He does not stop 
here but goes on and says, “greater 
works than these shall he do because 
I go to my Father.” He carries the 
thought further, “and whatsoever ye 
shall ask in my name that will I do, 
(why) that the Father might be glo- 
rified in the son (Jesus).” 

Wonderful Promises 


Are not these wonderful promises 
to the children of God when we are 
in the dark valleys of life, sorrow, and 
discouragement, and it seems like no 
one has had any interest in us, no 
one tries to encourage our heart and 
maybe we think the devil is going 
to get us? Many other things come 
our way to discourage us, but I hear 
the wise man say, “There is a friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother.” 
Hardships may come our way, days 
of disappointments may arise and 
hours ot discouragement, but listen, 
the Friend that the wise man speaks 
of, is the same One who said, “What- 
soever ye shall ask in my name that 
will I do”, days of happiness, hours 
of joy, soul-rest, our needs supplied, 
and salvation that we can enjoy all 
the days of our life, and at the end 
of this life a mansion in the sky. All 
this may be had by asking it from the 
Father in THE NAME of the FRIEND 
(Jesus). 

What Is A Persan’s Name 

We will now look at the thought 
from a different angle. A person’s 
name is that word, or expression by 
which the person is called, or repre- 
sented to us. When we mention or 
hear a name, it brings before us the 
whole man or person, all we know 
of him and the impression he has 
made on us. The name of a king in- 
cludes his honor, his power and his 
kingdom. His name is a symbol of his 
power. So we see if this be true, when 
we speak of the name of Jesus, we 
also think of Him in the beginning, 
His coming to the world, His birth 
and boyhood days, also the beginning 
of His ministry, His power to forgi've 
sins, power to heal the sick and lame, 
His last supper on earth, agony in the 
garden, His trial in the Roman courts, 
the sentence that was placed on Him, 
His death, burial and _ resurrection, 
the last forty lovely days He stayed 
here on earth, the extraordinary bless- 
ing He gave His disciples, His com- 
mission to them, the command to go 
and tarry at Jerusalem for the prom- 
ise and that He is now at the right 
hand of the Father as our Mediator. 
Success Is In The Right Use Of The 

Name 
notice that rn the ministry of 
all He did was done in the 
name of His Father. He said, I am 
come in my Father’s name and ye 
receive me not. If another shall come 
in His own name, him ye will re- 
ceive. We can clearly see by the 
words of Jesus that He honored the 
name of His Father in all that He 
did. His Father was the source of all 
the power which He received to per- 
form the works that He did. We no- 
tice that during the time Jesus was 
here on earth after His resurrection, 
He gave the apostles the commission 
to go and tell the Good news of the 
Gospel to the world. He said, “All 
power is given unto me in Heaven 
and in earth. Go ye, therefore (thus 
showing that He had power to furnish 
them and because of this power, you 
go. What else?) and teach all nations, 
(the margin says, make disciples or 
Christians of all nations. Is this all 
to be done? No.) baptizing them 
(these people who have become Chris- 
tians by the preaching) in the name 
of the Father and the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost. How? In the name of the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost, nct just 
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in the name of Jesus, but in honor of 
the Father who gave His Son to this 
sin-cursed world and in honor of His 
Son who gave Himself for our re 
demption, and in honor of the good 
Holy Ghost that has come and taken 
up His abode in our temple (body) 
to be a guide and a comforter for us. 
What else was there to do? “Teach- 
ing them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you.” 


What were some of the things that 
Jesus commanded them to do, or ob- 
serve? The Lord’s Supper, Luke 22:- 
19, also wash one another’s feet, John 
13:14; tithe, Matt. 23:23,24, and tarry 
for the promise, ete. Luke 24:49. 
What has He promised to do, provid- 
ed we will teach and practice these 
ordinances? “And, lo, I am with you 
alway even unto the end of the 
world.” Now the thought is, the name 
of Jesus covers the whole plan of sal- 
vation, therefore if we use His name 
right, He has promised to be with us 
and I believe if His presence is with 
us, we, as the church, or individuals, 
will be successful, otherwise we are 
failures without Jesus. The apostles 
must have used His name right. They 
were accompanied with power and 
many signs and wonders were 
wrought by them among the people. 
Acts 2:48; 5:12; 4: 32-33. 
Examples Of Success Through His 
Name 

We notice the time that Peter and 
John were going uD to the temple vt 
the hour of prayer, as they entered 
the gate « certain man, iame from 
his birth, was there waiting and ask- 
ing the peopie for alms. No doubt, as 
Peter and John entered the gate, we 
hear him ask th2n for alms. Peter 
did not have any money to give him, 
but he knew that he was representing 
One who had told him, “Whatsoever 
ye shall ask in my name, that will I 
do,” and as he fastened his eyes upon 
him, with John, said “Look on us,” 
and he gave heed unto them, expect- 
ing to receive something from them. 
Then Peter said, “Silver and gold 
have I none, but such as I have give 
I thee. In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk.” And 
he took him by the right hand and 
lifted him up and immediately his 
feet and ankle bones received 
strength. The devil doesn’t want us 
to use the name of Jesus in any way. 
He knows if we magnify the name of 
Jesus, or honor the blood, he will 
have to move his staying place. 


We notice that Peter and John 
were threatened by these hard heart- 
ed Jews, Acts 4:15-18. Notice the an- 
swer that Peter and John gave them, 
“Whether it be right in the sight of 
God to hearken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye, for we cannot 
but speak the things which we have 
seen and heard.” V. 19,20. The 
thought in their answer is “which 
we have seen and heard,” not with 
outward ears, but with the inner ear 
they had heard (received and experi- 
enced), also seen. This was what they 
were endeavoring to impart to the 
people thru the name of Jesus, They 
knew if they ceased to teach in the 
NAME of the Holy Child Jesus, they _ 
would have no more success, so we 
see them as they go to the prayer 
room. Notice their prayer, “And now, 
Lord, behold their threatenings and 
grant unto thy servants that with all 
boldness they may speak thy word, 
by stretching forth thine hand to heal, 
and that signs and wonders may be 
done by the NAME of the Holy Child 
Jesus.” What happened when they had 
prayed? The place was shaken where 
they were assembled together and 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost and they spake the Word of 
God with boldness. Their success was 
thru the name of Jesus and this is 
why they went to prayer. 

Was Peter successful after this? 
Yes, we see him discern the lying 
demons in Ananias and Sapphira, al- 
so his preaching was successful at 
the house of Cornelius. The Holy 
Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the Word. Acts 5:1; 10:43,44. We see 
Phillip as he goes to Samaria and 
preaches Christ unto them. His min- 
istry there was a successful revival. 
Many received the Word. Acts 8:5-14. 
Also many received the Holy Ghost 
thru the name of Jesus, by Peter and 
John laying their hands on them and 
praying. 

We ‘notice another example: Paul, 
also Barnabus, when they had depart- 
ed from Perga they came to Antioch 
in Pisidia and went into the syna- 
gogue, which was on the Sabbath day, 
and there they sat down. After the 
reading of the law and prophets, the 
rulers of the synagogue sent unto 
them saying, ye men and brethren, if 
ye have any word of exhortation for 
the people, say on. So we see Paul, as 
he takes the stand and delivers the 
Word to them. This was no doubt, a 
wonderful message. We notice that he 
said, “Through this man (Jesus) is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins and by him (Jesus) all that - 
lieve are justified from all things. 
We see that Paul’s preaching was 
thru the name of Jesus. Many believ- 
ed the Word that Paul and Barnabus 
preached. There were many others 
that were successful thru the name of 
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IN HIS NAME

Jesus, whom we have not space to 
mention. 

Victory Over Sin, Through His Name 
John said, “Behold the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” We notice that he said “sin 
of the world”. There are many today 
who accept the doctrine of repent- 
ance which John preached. That is 
good, but we notice that John said 
that Jesus was to take away the SIN 
of the world. We know that the sac- 
Tifice that the people offered under 
the law, atoned for their SINS one 
year. This was done year after year, 
then when John the Baptist came on 
the scene, he preached that people 
could REPENT and God would for- 
give them of their SINS. If this be 
true, Jesis must have come to take 
away that which caused the people 
to commit these SINS. We will now 
read some Scripture and see: Paul 
said, “For that the law could not do 
in that it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in the like 
ness of sinful flesh, and for SIN, con- 
demned SIN in the flesh.” Now Paul 
is showing that the law (the offering 
of sacrifices of the law) was weak 
through the flesh. Now he says God 
sent His own Son (in this world). 
How? In the likeness of sinful flesh. 
Why? For SIN. The Syriac version 
says, on account of SIN, that He 
might, in His flesh, condemn SIN. So 
we see that Jesus came to condemn 
SIN and also to take away SIN. This 
is why John said, “Behold the Lamb 
of God which taketh away SIN. It is 
true that many accepted John’s 
preaching and received forgiveness for 
the sins they had committed, but Je 
sus was to take away the cause for 
these sins. There was a cause for 
them somewhere. If we will notice 
the eighth chapter of Romans, Paul 
will tell us who this cause is and 
where he is and how to get delivered 
from him. Verse 17, “Now it is no 
more I that do it, but sin that dwell- 
eth in me.” Now we have found its 
name, SIN. Where does he dwell? 
Paul said, “in me” (in the body). 
How must we get delivered from this 
old fellow, SIN? We will ask Paul 
how he got delivered from him. 
NOTICE, “O wretched man that I am, 
who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?” Paul has asked the 
question, who will deliver me? then 
he answers it by saying, “I thank 
God through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 
Rom. 8:24,25. We see that it was thru 
Jesus that he was delivered. It is no 
wonder that John said, the Lamb 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world. What did Jesus do that makes 
us know that He can deliver us from 
SIN? He died and shed His _ blood 
that we might be delivered. The blood 
of bulls and heifers, which was offer- 
ed under the law, would not deliver 
us, but the blood of Jesus Christ will. 
O if the many people of our land and 
country knew what the blood of Je 
sus would do for them! 
The Holy Ghost Comes In His Name 
We will notice the text again, “If 
ye will ask anything in my name I 
will do it.” He further says, “If ye 
love me keep my commandments and 
I will pray the father and he shall 
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give you another Comforter that he 
may abide with you forever. Even the 
spirit of truth whom thé world can- 
not receive because it seeth him not 
neither knoweth him, but ye know 
him for he dwelleth with you and 
shall be in you.” There are many 
other promises, no doubt, and en- 
couraging words that He tells His 
disciples, but He says, “These things 
have I spoken unto you, being yet 
present with you, but the Comforter 
which is the Holy Ghost whom the 
Father will send IN MY NAME; he 
shall teach you all things and bring 
all things to your remembrance, what- 
soever I have said unto you.
